knuckles, but the sign of the time is unmistakable. 
Already the birds have begun their spring building 
and housecleaning and some of the good housewives are 
exhibiting indications of restlessness—a desire to get into 
the work of housecleaning and “have it over with,” while 
the male members of the household are assuming a wor­ 
ried and hunted look which only comes with the approach 
of housecleaning. 
Yes, we seem to he near to that time of the year when 
all nature wakens, rested and ready to begin work again, 
hut we must not he discouraged if, with the early birds, v 
■are surprised by a few blustery c o l d days. 
March has a 
reputation of lifting us up to the heights and then giving 
us a drop.

Another War 


Costa Rica and Panam a, after muttering for some 
time over disputed boundary lines, are now at war. While 
this war between two Central American nations, coining 
as it does, after the gigantic horrors of the world conflict, 
may seem rather minature and inconsequential; yet to the 
nations and the people involved it is a real struggle. 
Neither one of the nations involved is as large, in ter­ 
ritorial extent, as one of our smallest Central States, while 
neither has a total population equal to one of our second 
string cities, with no army and no navy, yet the clash is 
on in deadly earnest. 
Both Costa Rica and P an am a have been 
quick 
to 
adopt the prevailing idea— the United .States is to blame. 
It has become a custom during the last four or five 
years to place the blame on the United States for every­ 
thing that goes wrong and to expect the U nited States to 
foot the bills too.
